Dr. Landrum preached a forcible ser- 
}mon on the subject of foreign m:ssions in 
; the First Baptist church at the service

up their lives for the sake of the natives 
and to lead them to a life of morality and 
religion according to the Bible. He cited

worked. 

He said that he wished the First Bap- 
tist church of Atlanta was as good in 
every respect as the First Baptist church 
of Canton, in China. There, he said, 
they give more to the contributions of the 
church and that a number of the members 
of the church without the aid of it had 
estabiished miss.ons for the people. He

Professor George W. Miles, head master 
of St. Albans school, of Radford, Va., 
makes a very unique defense of football, 
and he takes the Georgia legislature to 
task for its hasty efforts to outlaw the 
game in this state. 

Professor Miles: takes the wyusition that 
football is no more dangerous than other 
popular games of sport and he declares 
many of the most popular amusements and 
exercises practiced in the country are far 
gridiron game. 
He declares there have been more fatalities 
from horseback riding, baseball, rowing, 
hunting, fishing and many other sports 
than in playing football. 

The professor sends The Constitution his 
views of the interesting subject and he 
makes some pointed arguments in favor 
of the game. He says if all sports are to 
be abolished because there have been fatal 
accidents, it is time for the American moth- 
ers to erect piles of white sand in‘ their 
parlors and let their boys run their fingers 


through them for sport, but even then 
there would be danger of the boys getting 
the sand in their eyes. 

Miles’s Unique Defense of Football. 

The professor says, in speaking of the 
game: 

“it is a dangerous game. Yes, it is dan- 
gerous to pe aiive. in that sense, and 
cnieny in that sense, is football dangerous. 
Waiking along the street a ovrick may fail 
off a chimney and kiil you. If you set your 
body in motion to catch a train, to jump 
a tence, to sit a horse, to row a boat, to 
shoot a gun, to coast down a hill, to wade 
a stream, to climb a mountain, to follow 
the hounds, that body set in motion fre- 
quently comes to gnmef. And yet for that 
reason we leave alone the train, the fence, 
the horse, the boat, the boat, the gun, the 
coasting, the stream, the mountains, the 
hounds’ If so, let mothers erect a pile 
of white sand on a spreading sheet in a 
parior and let their boys run their hands 
through it for sport. But then, even then, 
they might get some of this sand in their 
eyes! 
ay would speak in defense of this much 
baited game. Some ministers class it with 
Mexican bull fighting, and every thick- 
necked prize fighter uses it as a justifica- 
tion of his brutality. Now to gain a further 
hearing from those who-think that no one 
comes out the same from this game, I 
would say that here at St. Albans during 
the past four years our’ eleven played’ 
match games against the strongest and 
heaviest teams in the south, including for 
three years the champion University of 
Virginia team and in only one game in 
all these years was a single sibstitute need- 
ed and that was because of a slight sprain.

Ouite an Interesting Discussion Results 
from Dr. Lewis’s Action. 


THE CHARGES ARE NOT KNOWN 


Ii Is Thought, However, That the Case 
Bears Upon Dr. Carey’s Letter. 


DOR. GIBSON’S FRIENDS ARE SATISFIED

The arrest of the character of Rev. C.

The charge brought against Dr. Gibson 
was that several years ago while in Rome, 
he was imprudent with a married lady of 
that city. This charge has been vehemently 
denied by Dr. Gibson and his friends say 
he is entirely innocent and that Dr. Carey 
has not been on good terms with Dr.
